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BUTTER EXPORTS. 


We publish to-day excerpts from a letter 
which Mr. Paul Panckow, of Berlin, recently 
addressed to a member of the staff of this 
paper relative to a recent editorial which we 
printed in regard to exports of American but- 
ter. Our correspondent makes a few sugges- 
tions well worthy of consideration and perti- 
nently points out that a solution of the ques- 
tion rests in the adoption of the co-operative 
system among farmers the same as exists in 
European countries and which has resulted 
so beneficially. Denmark is a striking exem- 
plification of the success of the co-operative 
idea. The bacon curing industry of that 
country, which has been a magnificent suc- 
cess, as some of our packers, as well as those 
in the Emerald Isle know to their cost, owes 
its advance to co-operation. What has been 
possible in Denmark as regards hog products, 
and in Germany and other countries as re- 
gards butter making, should also be possible 
in the United States. In Germany, the use 
of coloring materials in butter is forbidden, 
and consequently the consumer looks for the 
natural change in appearance with the change 
of the seasons. On this side the farmer be- 
lieves in the uniform color all the year round 
and consequently coloring material to 
accomplish the deception, although he pro- 
tests loud and long against similar methods 
in the manufacture of wholesome substitutes.

We are pleased to note that the short edi- 
torial which we printed on the above subject 
last week was freely quoted by the daily 
press of the country, and that since its ap- 
pearance the question has been dealt with 
more seriously and in a manner more consist- 
ent with actual fact. There is a limit line to 
sensationalism, and it ought to be drawn be- 
fore starting an uncalled-for panic about an 
important article of daily food. 





HORSE MEAT AGAIN AN EXPERI- 
MENT. 


Horse meat as an article of food for human 
beings has had its day, in the United States at 
all events. A few years ago the question had 
decidedly the center of the stage, so far as 
public attention was concerned. The bicycle, 
the horseless carriage, and more particularly 
the development of the electric and cable 
systems of locomotion grew so rapidly in pub- 
lic favor that the discovery was suddenly 
made by farmers that there was no longer a 
market for horses, or, if there was, it had 
become so narrowed that no prices, to speak 
of, could be obtained, and hence it became 
necessary either to give up the business of 
horse raising or divert the usefulness of the 
animal to channels other than those in which 
it had been found since the creation of the 
world. This was quite a large undertaking 
for the ordinary, every-day American farmer, 
and no one can wonder that his attempt to 
evolve the horse from a useful and kindly 
helpmate to mankind to an article of food 
should have met with failure. Yet such was 
the case. The attempt was made, made hon- 
estly, but it failed. The promoters of the idea 
went about their work intelligently. They 
slaughtered only young, healthy horses. Their 
plant was a model one and was equipped with 
the very latest and most modern machinery. 
The business was conducted as it is in every 
up-to-date, well regulated slaughter house. 
Every part of the carcass was turned to ac- 
count—hide, oil, hair, offal, bones and meat. 
The scheme looked well on paper, but the 
public palate had to be reckoned with when 
its ultimate success came to be considered. 
Well, the test was made, but the American 
consumer did not take kindly to the notion 
and practically turned up his or her nose at 
boeuf de chevaux, even if succulent and com- 
ing from the youthful cayuses of the Western 
plains. Then the foreign market—a long way 
by rail and sea from Oregon—was tried, but 
without success. The European was satisfied 
with cuts taken from broken-down, diseased 
horses, which for had 
drawing omnibuses and brewers’ wagons in 
London, and so the whole thing fizzled out 
with considerable loss, no doubt, to the pro- 
moters. The attempt created considerable 
talk, with the result that the discovery was 
made that there were about half a dozen 
knackeries scattered over various parts of the 
country were crippled and diseased horses 
were slaughtered and their meat palmed off 
on poor people as the regular, genuine beef. 
A general crusade against the stuff was then 
begun with the result that it is doubtful if 
any such establishments now exist.

The usefulness of the horse, however, con- 
tinues to diminish and the fertile mind is ap- 
parently still working on the problem: What 
shall we do with our horses? We have had 
reports occasionally of horse flesh being fed 
to hogs, but only in a modified way, and not 
as a general thing. But now we have news 
from Montana that an enterprising butcher in 
that State is in the market and buying any 
number of horses of any age. These he will 
place on the ranch until such time as they 
develop the requisite plumpness for slaughter. 
Then their meat will be fed to hogs. The 
butcher’s programme includes the later ship 
ment of these horse-fed hogs to Utah, there 
to be fed on corn for a few months, after 
which they will be shipped back to Butte for 
slaughter. This is certainly a departure from 
the porker’s regular dietary table. It is pos- 
sible that the good people of Butte will not 
take kindly to this idea of eating horse-fed 
pork, and this is why, we presume, the 
butcher proposes sending his hogs to Utah to 
shake off their “ ’ossiness,”’ as it were. 


We rather think it will be some time be- 





fore the term “horse-fed” will be heard in 





the markets as “corn-fed” ngw is. Our read- 
ers will probably agree with us that there is 
hardly enough in the enterprise of this Mon- 
tana butcher to demand the attention of the 
United States experiment stations. Never- 
theless, pork fed on a combination of horse 
meat and corn might strike the palate pecu- 
liarly. If our Montana friend would send us 
a sample, the genuineness of which is at- 
tested by the local clergy, the postmaster and 
a couple of Congressmen, we are agreeable, 
as we always are in the cause of science, to 
take the risk of even eating horse-fed pork.

REMOVING RESTRICTIONS. 


The report that United States Ambassadors 
and Ministers assigne. to European countries 
are about to co-operate and decide upon some 
definite line of action tending to the removal 
of the restrictive laws which now prevail in 
European countries against American cattle, 
sheep, and pork and beef products is very sig- 
nificant news which must be welcome to read- 
ers of “The National Provisioner.” A refer 
ence to the matter will be found in our news 
columns. We hope in a subsequent issue to 
advise our friends more fully and definitely 
as to the character of the policy to be adopt- 
ed. Such countries as Germany, which has 
always contended that the restrictions were 
made as a preventative against the incoming 
of disease, will most likely be called upon 
for more specific data and proof to justify 
this position. The publication of reliable in- 
formation on this subject, generally from a 
representative of ““The National Provisioner” 
who recently visited Germany, and when 
there made a thorough investigation, has had 
the desired effect, and we have every evi 
dence that the United States Government has 
taken this matter in hand with the determin- 
ation to see it through to the end. 





DEVELOPING TRADE WITH GER- 
MANY. 


The letter which we publish to-day from 
Mr. Ganz relative to trade between the 
United States and Germany, cannot be but 
interesting to our friends engaged in the ex- 
port business. It is, of course, satisfactory 
that the Department of State at Washington, 
through United States consuls abroad, fur- 
nishes some excellent information at times re- 
garding business conditions in foreign coun- 
tries and their relation to American com- 
merce, but acceptable as the data thus fur- 
nished invariably is, it must be recalled that 
our consuls have not that close knowledge 
of business matters or of given lines of trade 
that prompts them to make more than a cur- 
sory, or, we might say, a superficial inquiry 
into such matters as those, for instance, 
which Mr. Ganz writes about to-day in re- 
gard to American trade with Germany and 
the hgst way of developing it. We call atten- 
tion to these matters because they are of vital 
interest and have the double advantage of be- 
ing submitted by a gentleman who knows 
whereof he writes and whose statements can 
be relied upon, based, as they are, on close in- 
vestigation and research. 





Mr. Ganz furnishes us to-day with a par- 
ticularly interesting letter in regard to .the 
commerce of Hamburg and the status which 
that city has among the great centers of the 
world. We commend a perusal of the com- 
munication to our readers.

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CANADIAN ENERGY. 


We trust that the Secretary of Agriculture 
is noting the extraordinary interest which the 
Government of Canada is taking in the agri- 
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cultural development of that country. We have 
already called the attention of our readers to 
the matter in these colunms. Canada is about 
to make a giant effort to capture the English 
beef market, and John Bull will have no pro- 
test to make against the attempt, it being 
made by one of his own colonies, providing 
everything else is equal. The fact that both 
England and Canada have combined to sub- 
sidize a line of fast steamers to ply between 
the two countries shows that there is busi- 
ness in the movement. The scheme is one of 
out and out paternalism and clearly shows 
that England to favor Canada and 
give that country every chance of making 
headway in the British markets. 

We would like to as much energy in 
these matters displayed by our government. 
Now is the time for the work to be done. The 
Department of Agriculture has now a magni- 
ficent opportunity to the future of 
American agriculture on a permanent founda- 
tion.

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A German paper is responsible for the state- 
ment that the English Government has noti- 
fied the Canadian Government that it ap- 
proves of the contract made by the latter 
with Petersen, Tate & Co., for a steamship 
line with vessels of twenty knots an hour 
speed between Canada and England, the for- 
mer giving a yearly subsidy of $500,000, and 
the latter of $250,000. The matter was re- 
ferred to in these columns a few weeks ago. 
The scheme involves the erection of abattoirs 
and other facilities at Canadian ports for ex- 
porting meats. Some of our friends in the 
butterine trade seem to think that the estab- 
lishment of such a service of steamers would 
give a substantial stimulus to Canadian but- 
ter exports, and consequently affect the but- 
terine industry unfavorably. At this early 
date, however, it is difficult to prognosticate 
what the general effect of a line of fast 
steamers between England and Canada would 
be.

The glue manufacturers of this country are 
agitating as to the duty to be imposed by the 
Dingley bill on the imported article., The in- 
dustry is one which can well stand the sup- 
port of Congress. If the manufacture of glue 
gets a fair chance it can in time develop into 
a very extensive business without much fear 
of the setbacks it has had from time to time 
in the past. The manufacturers want the 
Senate to concur with the House bill provid- 
ing for a 2l4c. duty and we think their de- 
mand is reasonable enough. Some imported 
glues are “very fine” and “very extra super- 
ior” and all that sort of thing, but an equally 
good article can be made on this side of the 
Atlantic if manufacturers are only assured 
of sufficient protection to justify them in go- 
ing to increased expense, etc., in the, equip- 
ment of their plants.

the chief feature this week, fol- 
lowing the improved feeling in Wall street 
and the better demand for future stuff, noted 
in our last review, engineered largely by Cud- 
ahy and the Cudahy Packing Company 
were free buyers last Friday, Saturday and 
Monday of this week, until they run in the 
shorts on the whole line, and brought in some 
English buying by the crowd that sold out at 
late bottom prices. But on Tuesday heavy 
selling by Cudahy and other large buyers of the 
previous four days, in which the packers gen- 
erally joined, broke the market, together with 
increased receipts of hogs, giving prices a set- 
back which left them at the close of Wednes- 
day night at or below the prices of last Fri- 
day on pork, 24%4@5c. above on lard and 2'c. 
higher on ribs, thus practically losing the en- 
tire advance within the first half of the 
week, This was a disappointment to the bulls, 
who at last took courage to look for a better 
market in provisions, since they found a leader 
in one or more of the big packers, but the re- 
ceipts of hogs and the weakness in wheat 
were too much for those who had a profit in 
late purchases, and they realized. Yet at the 
decline on Wednesday packers and shorts, as 
well as the Cudahys and Armours, were be- 
lieved to be good buyers, and some think that 
the market was purposely depressed to shake 
out followers and buy back their lines 
cheaper, as there has been some outside in- 
vestment demand during the week and more 
inclination to take hold of these products 
than for some time past. This, however, was 
based somewhat upon expectations of smaller 
receipts of hogs from now on for the balance 
of the summer season at least, and increased 
receipts midweek, with estimates of a con-

In Western 
meats there has been a quiet trade, so far 
this week, not over ten cars of green and 
cured hams together having been reported 
for the Eastern trade; but last week a big 
trade was done and not reported, in S. P. 
hams, running from June up till October, for 
which delivery one broker sold over 40 cars, 
mostly to the Pennsylvania trade; but prices 
have been easier at 8c. for S.- P. 16 Ib Chi- 
eago, and on that basis for other weights. 
Green meats have been rather quiet at un- 
changed prices.

To 
be sure—as often remarked—they have to 
keep their liquors fresh, and prefer to keep 
steadily at work, even if their tanning shows 
no margin of profit, with the hopes that the 
general prosperity of the country—when the 
tariff bill is out of the way—will justify the 
present prices of hides. It would seem that 
for the next two months a great many tan- 
ners will be out of the market, as they will 
take the occasion of warm weather for nec- 
essary addition of repairs, ete. Still there is 
nothing to warrant the idea that hides will be 
any cheaper during the short-haired season, 
as such hides are always wanted. From the 
present outlook, the packers have the whip, 
and they are determined to crowd the hide 
market for all it is worth. 

SHEEPSKINS.—The market for the past 
week in packers’ sheepskins has been very 
active—the sales having cleaned out most of 
the packers, and all could have been readily 
cleaned up had not one packer held higher 
that what was deemed market value.

SUMMARY. 


Every indication now points to the fact 
that the tanners have about arrived at a po- 
sition where they must buy, not in the hand- 
to-mouth manner that has characterized their 
purchases for several months past, but in the 
liberal fashion demanded by well depleted 
stocks. There is no question but that tanners 
will be reluctant purchasers as long as hide 
and leather prices preserve their present re 
lations to each other. It seems now, however, 
as though this disparity would be lessened 
very shortly by an advance in the price of 
leather, as such a move is generally contem- 
plated by the big tanners, who claim that it 
is indispensable to their continuance. The 
projected duty on hides and skins is undoubt- 
edly operating against business, and is re- 
garded as being an important factor to the 
present dullness, as a tax on either hides or 
skins will exert such a powerful influence on 
prices and conditions as to cause holders to 
pause, while the possibility (however remote) 
that the bill may not materialize, is having a 
similar effect on buyers. All of the markets 
have suffered from depression this week, and 
it is doubtful if there will be any particular 
activity until after the national holiday, 
when better conditions are anticipated. There 
has been no appreciable change in quotations 
since last week.

JOSEPH S. OBERT.

Notwithstanding this great loss the 
construction of a new one was immediately 
begun, and in its place has been erected the 
present brick building, 60x90 feet in size, 
three stories high, well supplied with ma- 
chinery. Many other additions, costing thou- 
sands of dollars, have been added since. His 
business was constantly growing and the fa- 
cilities grew with it. ~4 

In 1857 Mr. Obert was postmaster of Le- 





highton. He also served in the Common 
Council, was a member of the Board of Edu- 
cation and a director of the Second National 
Bank of Mauch Chunk, Pa. He was also 
active in religious matters, being an elder 
and treasurer of the Lehighton Reformed 
Church. 

His business will no doubt be continued

be true of cottonseed meal, the demand for 
which has increased sufficiently at the South- 
east coast to consume the entire product at 
home the past year, taking the place largely 
of Western hay. As to demand from refiners, 
it continues very light at the East, though in 
excess of the last few weeks, but they have 
taken refined in bulk, as well as barrels, in 
absence of sufficient offerings of tank crude. 
Yet there have been more of the latter than 
for some time past, but little of strictly prime 
quality, about ten tanks having been sold 
since our last report, at 16c. at Atlantic coast 
mills, for not strictly prime, to 16%c. for 
prime. Refiners have also taken over half as 
much more of prime summer yellow in tanks 
at 22\4c., to arrive in New York, but nothing 
whatever has been reported for Western re 
finers, who seem to be supplied from old pur 
chases, for the limited demand their product 
commands, since the low prices of Western 
lard, which has been selling the past month 
or more, even at the recent advance in that 
staple, at less than compound. Low prices of 
competing soup stocks have reduced very 
largely the consumption of cotton oil by the 
domestic soap trade this year, and probably 


the amount gone into this product is much 


below last, as it has been as stagnant as every 
other branch of business for several months 
past. Sales since our last, till midweek, were 
800 bbls. of prime summer yellow at 23° a 
24c. f. o. b., THO bbls. off-grade summer yel- 
low at 234 23%ec., 250 bbls. of prime summer 
white at 26c. and 200 bbls. of prime winter 
yellow at 20c., with no demand reported for 
butter oil.

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AMERICAN MEAT PRODUCTS 


Minister Storer Will Work to Modify European Dis- 
crimination. 

Bellamy Storer, the new United States 
Minister to Belgium, who left for his post 
Wednesday morning on the steamer St. Paul, 
said that after the Queen’s Jubilee the 
United States Ambassadors to Great Britain 
and Germany will co-operate with him in 
taking vigorous steps to secure a modification 
of the laws in those countries against Ameri 
can sheep, cattle, and meat products, which 
now mean a loss to American interests of 
millions of dollars a year. 

“This action,” continued Mr. Storer, “will 
be simultaneous, and the United States Gov 
ernment will do its utmost to have the dis 
criminating laws of European countries 
against our meats changed. Great Britain 
and Germany virtually control Belgium and 
all three are influenced to discriminate 
against American meats by the agrarian ele 
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ment in their Parliaments. They claim that 
our sheep, cattle and meats are not suffi- 
| ciently protected against disease and say they 
| must have their own inspection, which acts 
las a prohibition of the importing of our 


products.” 





| THE EFFECT OF THE ANTI- 
BUTTERINE LAW. 


Chicago, June 15, 1897. 
The Anti-Color Butterine bill in the recent 
Legislature was the subject of much specula 


tion, and after its passage hepes were in- 
dulged in that the Governor would veto it, but 
all hopes have failed. The signing of the bill 
by Gov. Tanner yesterday raises the question: 
“What is to become of the butterine business 
of Chicago?’ 

Previous to the signing of the bill, Mr. P. 
D>. Armour wrote Gov. Tanner as follows, as 
to the detriment the bill as a law would be 


to the dealers in cattle and hogs: 

“It would have the effect of throwing 10,000 
or 15,000 men out of work the first day of 
July, and that it would depreciate the value 


of every steer in Illinois, or that was brought 
into this market, to the extent of at least $2 


leach. The depreciation on an average hog 
| would be from SO cents to $1.” 

Live stock dealers and raisers throughout 
the State have been urging the Governor to 
| withhold his approval of this bill. The peo- 
ple mostly affected are not yet aroused as to 
the workings of the measure. The consumers 
of butterine and oleomargarine will wake up 
about July 2, when they see the consequences 
of the bill, and they will be heard from 
later. 

The provisions of the bill, as stated in “The 
National Provisioner” last week, render it im 
possible to manufacture butterine in Illinois; 
and as the annual output of the fac- 
tories in Chicago alone amounts to 30,- 
000,000 pounds, one-third of which is 
probably used in home consumption, the 
far-reaching effect of the bill can readily 
be seen. To the manufacturer, the necessity 
of moving out of the State, reconstructing 
his factory and moving his raw material, are 
items of great expense and great loss to 


Illinois and Chicago, besides losing the 
Illinois trade. The effect on the people of 
Illinois will be felt the keenest when the 
price of butter advances, as it necessarily 
will, having no competition. Of necessity, the 
prices of cattle and hogs cannot be main- 
tained when a large source of revenue re- 
ceived from part of their product ceases, and 
although the Illinois farmer who is in the 
milk business will still be benefited when he 
takes into consideration the consequent 
loss on live stock, he will realize that present 
gain will be future loss. Of course, the in- 
crease of the price of butter will cause an in- 
flux of the article from neighboring States in 
quantities sufficient to cut quite a figure in 
the dairyman’s profit. 

Tallow and lard are bound to be seriously 
affected by the consequent increase; oleo not 
being in demand, the product will have to be 
used in other channels, and will of necessity 
increase the supply of tallow and lard. As 
there seems to be an over-production of these 

| articles on the market now, continued addi-

tions will lower prices materially. A number 
of the butterine men say that all they can 


| do will be to obey the law and shut down 


their factories July 1. They seem to be in- 
clined to make the best of it, but it is not in 
the nature of so valuable a product to re- 
main inactive, and some method will be de- 
vised whereby it will find an outlet.

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The new soap factory of R. R. Griswold, in 
Binghamton, N. Y., is fast nearing comple- 
tion. 

The new cottonseed oil mill to be built in 
Athens, Ga., by the Hodgson Cotton Com- 
pany, is now under headway. The new plant 
will be ready for operation by September 1, 
with a daily crushing capacity of 40 tons. A 
building in which a fertilizer factory will be 
run is also to be erected. 

John G. Jefferd’s rendering works, a mile 
below Quinsigamond village, Mass., were de 
stroyed by fire. The loss is estimated at $14,- 
000, which is said to be covered by insurance. 

McCoy & Best are building an addition to 
their rendering works in Peekskill, N. Y., and 
putting in new boilers and a condenser. 

The J. J. Gibson Soap Company has been 
organized in Omaha, Neb., and is ready for 
business. 

A dispatch from Bound Brook, N. J., under 
date of June 15, says that thirty acres of land 
between the Lehigh Valley and Central rail- 
roads there have been bought by a German 
syndicate and it is said an immense glue re- 
fining works, which will give employment to 
a large number of persons, will be built on 
the site. 

James Alexander, of Helena, Montana, is 
interesting the people of that city in a plan 
by which the tallow produced annually in 
that State may be utilized at a profit, instead 
of being fed to hogs. He has prepared sta- 
tistics to show that the people of Montana 
produce enough tallow to make candles for 
their own use, and that instead of paying 
freight on the candles from the East, as they 
do now, and throwing the tallow away, or 
feeding it to hogs, they could manufacture 
the candles at a reduced price, by saving the 
freight, and could utilize the tallow product 
at a profit both to the maker of candles and 
the producer of the raw material. “The 
butchers of the State,” said Mr. Alexander, 
“are the men who should take an interest in 
this. According to the returned statements 
of the butchers around the State the produc- 
tion of tallow in Montana is over 1,000,000 
pounds annually, besides what is used for 
soap making. The freight on this tallow, in 
order to ship it out of the State, would 
amount to over $10,000 a year, a direct loss 
to the producer—besides the cost of barrels 
and freight on the barrels. Owing to this con- 
dition some firms are losing as much as 
$2,500 a year.” It is estimated that 3,000 
pounds of tallow a day could be used if the 
enterprise proved a success. The factory 
would employ twenty hands. Mr. Alexander 
is now on the ground with a part of the ma- 
chinery.

THE PROCESS OF THAWING FROZEN 
MEATS. 


The meat is suspended from the ceiling of 
the thawing room and through the meat is 
thrown by means of a fan, a strong current of 
warm air. This air is drawn in first instance 
from the cold storage room; for air is always 
dry in proportion to its coldness, owing to its 
property of thawing down its moisture in the 
form of dew when its temperature is lowered. 
The air, entering the thawing room 
is warmed by passing it through (or rather 
around) a system of steam heated pipes. The 
temperature at which the air enters the 
thawing chamber is kept at 73° F., which 
is sufficiently under the melting point of fat. 
The dew point of the warm air is not higher 
than the temperature of the frozen meat, 
since the air had deposited all the dew which 
it could at the temperature before it left the 
storeroom. As the temperature of the meat 
rises a little moisture is added to the air in 
order that its dew point may follow just be 
low it, or in other words, that while the air 
is withheld from throwing a dew upon the 
‘meat, yet it shall be sufficiently damp to be 
incapable of drying it. It is therefore neces 
sary to watch closely the temperature of the 
air current, its degree of saturation with 
moisture, and the progress of the thawing 


before 
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operation. The temperature is measured by 
an ordinary thermometer, the moisture by a 
hygrometer. The air should contain about 
80 per cent. of the moisture which it can hold 
at the temperature of the meat. 

The moisture is imparted to the air, as 
found necessary, by two methods; one is to 
admit a portion of outside or ordinary damp 
air to the inlet; the other is to place wet 
sponges in the air delivery pipe; the sponges 
being kept wet, when required, through a 
screw-down lubricator filled with water, 
placed above and outside of the delivery pipe. 
Through properly placed windows any change 
in the thermometers and hygrometer hanging 
behind them, can easily be noticed. With 
proper attention frozen meat may be thawed 
quickly without causing the juices to run out 
of the meat and without making it soft and 
unsightly, or drying it too much on the sur- 
face. 

The principal requirements of this system 
are a strong current of air of a temperature 
of 73° F., and a suitable degree of moisture. 
How this air current is obtained is imma- 
terial. Instead of the above-named arrange- 
ment it is possible to use others; for instance, 
to draw fairly warm and dry air through a 
system of refrigerating pipes, thereby depriv- 
ing the air of the moisture, and to force this 
air through a heater, whereby the tempera- 
ture is raised to the desired degree. 

Instead of reducing the temperature of the 
air in order to deprive it of the bulk of its 
moisture, any other means which will produce 
the same results can be employed. Chloride 
of calcium may be used for this purpose and 
has been used so; the use of cold pipes is, 
however, more convenient, if not so economi- 
eal.

HAMBURGER DRIED SMOKED BEEF.

| pack into a salt barrel, pour enough aromatic 
brine over it to cover all, weigh it down to

| days. Whole rump steaks and pieces of that 
same size and weight remain three weeks in 
the cure. When taken out it is allowed to lie 
some days without any salting. It is better 
yet to let it lie for six days to give it more 
tenderness. Wash off the meat, wipe dry 
with a cloth, hang into the air for twenty-four 
hours and then smoke with the same smoke 
used for cervelat sausage. After a few days 
it will be ready for sale. It shows a deep red 
color and superior tenderness.

COTTONSEED MEAL. 
THE VALUE OF THAT PRODUCT AS A FERTILIZER. 

The annual report of the Connecticut Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station shows, among 
other things, how cottonseed meal, as a fer- 
tilizer, is being appreciated in the North. 

COTTONSEED MEAL. 

This material is of two kinds, which are 
known in trade respectively as undecorticated 
and decorticated. Ir their manufacture cot- 
tonseed is first ginned to remove most of the 
fiber, then passed through a “inter” to take 
off the short fiber or lint remaining, then 
through machines which break and separate 
the hulls. The hulled seed is ground and the 
oil expressed. The ground cake from the 
presses is used as a cattle food and fertilizer. 
The hulls are burned for fuel in the oil fac- 
tory and the ashes, which contain from 20 to 
30 per cent. of potash, are also used as a fer- 
tilizer. In case of undecorticated meal the 
hulls and the ground press-cake are mixed 
together. 

Nitrogen alone has been determined in most 
of the samples whose analyses follow. In 
these cases the per cents. of phosphoric acid 
and potash given in the table are the averages 
derived from all the analyses of decorticated 
meal made in the last two years at this sta- 
tion. The per cent. amounts of phosphoric 
acid and potash in clear cottonseed meal do 
not vary so much in different samples as to 
make their determination necessary in order 
to determine the general quality of the 
sample, 

It appears that the nitrogen of decorticated 
meal has ranged from 8.17 to 6.28, averaging 
7.05 per cent. 

The retail cash cost per pound of nitrogen 
has ranged from 11.2 to 15.5 cents per pound, 
and the average cost has been 12.7 cents. 

Decorticated cottonseed meal continues to 
be the cheapest source of available nitrogen. 
Experiments indicate that it is as rapidly and 
fully available as the best forms of animal 
matter.

INQUIRER, TEXAS.—The hogs may be 
cut at any time after being thoroughly chilled 
(say, after hanging forty hours), and are in 
a fairly solid condition, but not frozen, as 
meats in such a condition are very difficult to 
handle and trim properly, and, also, are not 
in the best possible shape for curing. 

Kk. Y. B., TORONTO.—The live beef cattle 
exported and tagged by the government in 
spectors during the year 1894 numbered 
three hundred and sixty-three thousand five 
hundred and thirty-five (863,535). 

R. A. R.. NEW YORK.—The method 
usually pursued in England in feeding oil 
cake to stock consists in breaking the cake 
into small fragments, preferably to being 
served in ground form, owing to the liability 
of the latter to be carried away by the wind. 

Kk. T. A., GALVESTON, asks: “Is it more 
profitable for the cotton cultivator to dispose 
of his seed to the crusher at a reasonable 
price per ton, than to transform the crude 
material into the manufactured products of 
oil and cake on his own premises?’ Unless 
the crushing and pressing is continuously 
maintained on a sufliciently extensive scale 
to facilitate efficient work, we must answer 
in the negative. To manufacture cottonseed 
oil by means of the small portable combina- 
tion previously referred to (capacity being 
one or two barrels of oil per day), would be 
to invite financial disaster. 

X. Y. Z., LOUISIANA.—As a bleaching 
factor in the production of a white cottonseed 
oil, you will find that fuller’s earth will give 
perfect satisfaction. 

EK. B. R., OHLO.—You will find this a good 
recipe for chipped beef: Pickle beef for thirty 
days in the same way as corned beef. Smoke 
afterward for 48 hours, like hams, and hang 
in a drying room for ten days or two weeks, 
where it dries in the natural air. Slice them 
by machinery and place them in boxes for 
market. 





KEYSTONE STATE TO LEGALIZE 
OLEO? 

There is a strong probability that the Leg- 
islature of Pennsylvania will legalize the sale 
of oleo in that State. One of the principal rea- 
sons given is that such a step is necessary to 
provide revenue. It has been proposed, among 
other methods, to tax oleo a certain number 
of cents per pound, and Gov. Hastings is said 
to favor this plan. Chairman Hosack, of the 
oleo investigating committee, has obtained 
from the United States Internal Revenue Col- 
lector at Pittsburg figures showing the sales 
of the product in that city. The figures show 
that the sales run from a minimum of 350,- 
000 TD per month to a maximum of 800,- 
000 ID per month, with an average sale of 
400,000 TD per month for the past two years. 
Another plan to legalize oleo and secure a 
revenue is by passing the Martin oleo bill, 
now before the Legislature. “The National 
Provisioner” is in receipt of a copy of this 
bill, the provisions of: which are the licensing 
of the manufacturer, wholesaler and retailer 








of oleo. The manufacturer would pay $1,000 
a year, the wholesaler $500 and the retailer 
from $10 to $50, according to the amount of 
business done. Mr. Martin has estimated that 
this law would produce $1,000,000 a year in 
taxes. The butter element in the Legislature, 
which is in the minority, is fighting the ef- 
fort to legitimize the sale of oleo. 


SOAP MAKING. 
No. 48. 
SETTLED RESIN SO\1PS. 

Under this designation are included all 
soaps boiled on a precipitate of paste and 
containing between 15 and 50 per cent. of 
resin, the manufacturing process differing 





only in the percentage of resin added and the 
shortening of the soap. The crux of the proc- 
ess is the grinding, which varies inversely 
with the quantity of resin used. 

As regards choice of materials, cocoanut oil 
or palm-kernel oil is best with much resin. 
When the proportion of the latter is reduced, 
tallow and bone fat, and the like, can be used, 
especially for soaps intended to be hardened 
by means of solutions, and in such event the 
amount of resin may be increased up to 75 
per cent. 

Soaps from palm-kernel oil, with 40 per 
cent. of resin, are easily prepared, but will al- 
ways darken considerably, since strong lye 
is required and greater separation has to be 
effected. It is better to completely separate 
such soaps and grind afterward, a procedure 
resulting in a better-colored article. Still eas- 
ier is the production of light-colored, solid 
soap, containing 18 to 25 per cent. of resin, 
from palm-kernel oil, by boiling in the same 
manner as for half-grain soap, with 25° to 
35° B. caustic lye and separating but slightly, 
using strong lye in preference to salt when 
shortening. When a silver grain is not de- 
sired, but the soap is wanted homogeneous in 
texture, separation should be effected with 
strong lye, and the soap will then stand 
another filling; otherwise brine is preferable 
for shortening. 

Tallow soaps with 50 to 75 per cent. of 
resin are made from weaker (20° to 25° B.) 
lye, boiled to curd and then clear, followed by 
grinding with 2° lye. These soaps should be 
ground thin in order to make them clear; they 
are hardened by means of solutions, and 
should be quite transparent in the drying- 
room. No harm is done and they gain in 
clearness by being boiled over two waters. 

As regards the precipitate, care should be 
had to keep its bulk down. When using 3,000 
parts of palm-kernel oil to 1,200 of resin, the 
yield of soap obtained.should not fall below 
5,000 parts, whilst only 1,300 are left in the 
precipitate. On the other hand, from 3,400 
parts of palm-kerne! oil and 680 of resin, only 
4,500 of soap will be recovered, leaving 1,500 
parts in the paste precipitate, the difference 
being due to the greater grinding required 
with the smaller quantity of resin. The case 
is altered when tallow or similar fat is used, 





the precipitate being then smaller by about 
one-third. 

With the above-named proportions of 3,000 
parts of palm-kernel oil and 1,200 of pale 
resin, any old cuttings at hand are dissolved 
in 36° B. lye, and 1,000 parts of the oil added 
along with the whole of the resin, the remain- 
der of the oil and lye following, and the 
treatment being carried out as for half-grain 
soaps. When well fitted, the soap is separ- 
ated by means of strong lye. Should this 
operation be carried to excess the soap may 
be reground with a little weak brine. The 
whole boiling is finished (by steam heating) in 
one day, and a yield of 5,000 parts of soap is 
obtained.

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FRANCE TO RAISE DUTIES ON BUTTER AND 
MARGARINE ? 

It is proposed to raise the duty on butter 
and margarine imported into France. A bill 
has been introduced in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties which raises; the duties considerably. It 
is proposed to raise the duty on margarine, 
oleo margarine (oleo oil), alimentary fat, and 
other similar products to 35 fr. per 100 kilos 
on the ordinary tariff, and to 25 fr. on the 
minimum tariff. The duty on butter is to be 
raised to 30 fr. on the ordinary tariff and 
20 fr. on the minimum tariff. The present 
duty on butter is 6 fr. minimum tariff, and on 
margarine 15 fr. minimum tariff. A hundred 
kilogrammes are equal to about 220 ID or 
1 ewt., 3 gr., and 24 Tb. More than half of 
the butter imported into France comes from 
Belgium, and the dairies of that country will 
therefore suffer most from the new tariff.

HAMBURG, GERMANY, THE THEME. 


Mr. Ganz Continues His Series of Interesting and 
Valuable Reports.—Hamburg One of the Foremost 
Trading Cities of the World.—American Cattle 
Looked Upon with Great Favor There.— Permission 
for the United Stales to Again Export Them 
Would be Hailed with General Delight Except by 
the Agrarians.—The Position of Butter and Cheese- 
—Large Consumption of Fresh and Canned 
Meats, Bacon and Hams, and Lard.—The Ne- 
cessity of Maintaining the Quality of American 
Products Exported to Germany. 


Hamburg, June 1, 1897. 

I cannot give a better exposition of Ham- 
burg’s trade American beef and 
pork products than the circular of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, which has 
just been published, under the immediate su- 
pervision of the Secretary of Agriculture, and 
which is entitled “Hamburg as a Market for 
American Products.” 

Hamburg ranks as one of the foremost trad- 
ing cities of the world, its commercial impor- 
tance being due in large measure to the posi- 
tion it occupies as a distributing center in 
Northern Europe for brought 
from other parts of the globe. In 1895, the 
latest year for which oflicial returns are avail- 
able, its combined import and export trade 
reached the enormous value of $1,265,951,414, 
a decided increase over the preceding years. 
The value of the merchandise imported into 
Hamburg by sea and by land, as well as that 
received from the United States, during each 
of the five years 1891 to 1895, inclusive, is 
shown in the following table:

In view of Hamburg’s commercial impor- 
tance, indicated by the statistics 
nbove, the fact and suggestions relative to our 
trade with that city presented in the annexed 
report of United States Consul W. Henry 
Robertson are of special interest. The report 
in question was received through the medium 
of the State Department in response to a cir-

cular letter of inquiry issued by the Secretary | 


of Agriculture. It is dated at Hamburg, 
Oct. 22, 1895, and reads in part as follows: 
(Note.—The following commercial abbrevia- 
tions are used ia the report: C. f., cost and 
freight; c. i. f., cost, freight and insurance; 
and f. o. b., free on board.) 
CATTLE.—According to the statistics of 
the administration of markets, 112,000 head 





of cattle were imported into Hamburg in 
1894, of which possibly 70,000 were consumed 
in the city and its neighborhood. The others 
were to a great extent slaughtered and 
shipped by outside dealers to the industrial 
districts of the interior of Germany. To 
show to what extent the consumers depend 
on importations for their supply, it may be 
said that of the 112,000 head imported in 1894, 
66,000 came from Denmark, 8,000 from the 
United States, 900 from Sweden, 450 from 
Great Britain, and 10 from Africa, while only 
the remaining 36,600 were of German raising. 
The cattle are sold here alive, and at pres- 
ent the prices per 110 pounds (meat weight) 
are about as follows: Oxen (prime), $14.25 
to $15; steers (according to quality), $11.40 
to $12.80; cows (according to quality), $10 
to $12.80. The cattle from the United States 
are very popular with the butchers here, and 
the animals that came from there last year 
were of prime quality, so that the highest 
prices were brought by them. The consum- 
ers were very much pleased with the 
meat, and I am therefore convinced that the 
permission to import American cattle again 
would, except by the Agrarians, be hailed 
with general delight. It will be remembered 
that their importation into Germany was re- 
cently forbidden on the ground that several 
head had been found to be suffering from 
Texas fever.

Considering the fact that our cattle are 
looked upon with such great favor here, and, 
if of good quality, command the best prices, 
it would apear that no efforts on the part of 
our Government to induce the German au- 
thorities to rescind these prohibitive meas- 
ures ought to be spared. The demand is con- 
siderable, and the facilities for transportation 
offered by the’ Hamburg-American Line’s five 
large new cattle steamers are most excellent. 


SHEEP.—There were 106,000 head of sheep 
marketed here last year, which were almost 
exclusively of German origin. Most of them 
were consumed in Hamburg and its neighbor- 
hood. The rest were shipped in a slaughtered 
condition to England. The average price is 
about 14 cents per pound of meat weight. 

GLUCOSE AND STARt«a.—Both of 
these are important articles, but owing to the 
high German duty, little or none is imported. 


CHEESE.—The consumption is consider- 
able, Germany itself, Holland, France and 
Switzerland furnishing the greatest quanti- 
ties. The importations from the United 


States are almost nil. I am told, however, 
that our full cream cheese could be sold here 
if the price were lower. Owing to the enor- 
mous variety of cheeses marketed here it is 
impossible to give any average prices. 








BUTTER.—Hamburg and Copenhagen aré 
not only the most important but also the lead- 
ing markets in this product, especially with 
regard to the whole of northern Europe, ex- 
cepting Russia alone. Official exchange 
quotations are published once a_ week, 
both in Hamburg and Copenhagen, and 
these influence directly the markets 
of North Germany, Denmark, Scandi- 
navia, Holland, and particularly Great Brit- 
ain. Hamburg itself consumes about 200,- 
000 pounds of butter per week, while very 
large quantities are required to provision its 
merchant marine. Hardly a country that is 
dependent upon its milk and butter produc- 
tion is not now and then obliged to ship but- 
ter to this market. The largest importations 
come from Schleswig-Holstein, Mecklenburg, 
and Hanover, while much is also imported 
from Russia, Holland, Finland, Galicia, Aus- 
tralia, and the United States. 

In 1893 the lowest price for good average 
butter was 22 cents per pound, and the high- 
est about 30 cents per pound. In 1894 the 
lowest figure was 20 cents and the highest 
28 cents. American butter brings the low- 
est price, and this in the face of the best pos- 
sible shipping facilities and the low freight 
of 48 cents per 110 pounds. According to the 
opinion of the principal butter dealers, Ham- 
burg appears to be regarded by the American 
dealers as a good dumping ground for the old 
stocks which are unsalable in the United 
States. In consequence such a decided aver- 
sion to our butter has gained ground that, 
even when better grades are shipped, this 
prejudice costs the importer about 2 cents per 
pound, or, in other words, this butter brings 
2 cents per pound less than the identical qual- 
ity from other countries. This prejudice can 
only be set aside by regularly made better 
shipments. The American butter is generally 
tallowy or mildewed and often not genuine 
butter of good grain or body, but so-called 
ladles—that is, butter mixed with old quali- 
ties and containing as much salt and water 
as the product will absorb. Besides, our but- 
ter is too highly colored for the European 
taste. All these defects have tended to cause 
the opinion here that the American manufac- 
turers cannot make good butter at all. 

FRESH MEATS.—In North Germany the 
consumption of fresh meats is considerably 
greater than it is in South Germany, but tak- 
ing it all in all, the consumption per capita 
in Germany is much smaller than it is in the 
United States and Great Britain. The con- 
sumers do not depend upon importations, but 
when they have heen made, the meat has 
come principally from the United States and 
Australia. At present all importations of 
fresh meats from the United States are pro-

Mr. Ganz Gives Practical Suggestions for its Accom- 
plishment.—The Attention of the Department of 
Agriculture Respectfully Called to the Necessity of 
having Germany admit all of our Corn Products.— 
The Fall Season will see a Great Demand by Ger- 
many for Pork and Pork Products.—Austria and 
Hungary the Scenes of Mr. Gahz’s Next Investiga- 
tions. 


Frankfort-on-Main, June 3, 1897. 

Previous to my going to Austria and Hun- 
gary, which countries are now buying consid- 
erable quantities of American provisions, prin- 
cipally lard, through German importers, I 
would call the attention of the trade to a few 
odds and ends that should be observed if the 
United States packers, renderers and dealers 
want to hold the German trade. 

To do this they must give as little pretext 
as possible to either the authorities or to the 
importers. “The best for the money obtain- 
able” ought to be the motto, and pure goods 
Careful and 
correct inspection is also a point that ought 
to be looked after. Certain Western ship- 
ments are not acceptable any longer in the 
Hamburg and Berlin markets owing to ques- 
tionable inspection certificates issued at one 
time in a large Western city. The same is 
valid for certain brands of goods, the makers 
of which at one time or another furnished in- 
ferior goods than the samples called for. <A 
few irregularities such as these hurt the en- 
tire American trade more than any one can 
believe.

the Germans are fine sausage makers and 
use fresh meats for the purpose almost ex- 
clusively. Hence only the greatest care can 
make American sausages popular and salable. 
Preservatives used in sausages ought to be 
of the best and purest kind obtainable, since 
frequently, the objections on the part of the 
authorities are made on account of impure 
preservatives used, the dangerous and un- 
wholesome effects of which can be observed 
only after the sausage has had time to proper- 
ly mature. 








Some American Pure Lards are frequently 
complained of on account of their soapy taste 
and flavor which develop after they have been 
in storage for some time. It is claimed that 
this is due to certain “bleaches” of a chemical 
nature and composition, which should be used 
with the greatest care only and should be of 
unquestionable purity in composition, if used 
at all. 

The attention of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is hereby respectfully 
called to the necessity of having Germany 
admit all corn products, as for instance: 
Corn Oil, Corn Bran, Corn Meal, Gluten 
Feed, etc., at the same rates of duty as other 
Vegetable Oils and Products, so that the dis- 
agreeable rule of “denaturalization” with coal 
dust to which Corn Bran is subject, will be 
countermanded. These staples should be ad- 
mitted at special rates of duty, and ought to 
be taken out of the column of articles “not 
otherwise provided for.” 

There are not as many hogs in the German 
markets this year as there were last, and it 
is, therefore, not unlikely that the fall will 
see a great demand for pork and pork prod- 
Readers of “The National 
Provisioner” will remember that Mr. Armour 
stated last year that the reason the markets 
did not advance was not that we had too 
many hogs in the United States, but that Eu- 
rope had too many for us. There will not be 
quite as many this year, as already stated, 
and live hogs have already considerably ad- 
vanced over last year’s prices. One factor 
ought not to be overlooked, however, and that 
is that the weather is favorable to the crops 
here. A big potato crop is expected, and that 
means as much for Germany as a big corn 
crop does for the United States.

THE EXPORTATION OF BUTTER. 


NO. VI. 


Practical Suggestions of a Leading Berlin Importer 
Made to M-. Ganz and Thereupon Sent to “The 
National Provisioner” by Him. 











Frankfort-on-the-Main, June 3, 1897. 

Mr. Paul Panckow, the well-known importer 
of American provisions, at Berlin, Germany, 
writes to me in part as follows: 

“In the issue of “The National Provisioner’ 
of May 15 I find a very interesting article on 
the possibilities of exporting butter from the 
United States. I think this export is possible, 
but not entirely in the manner indicated by 
you. It is not the farmer individually who 
must be told to manufacture butter, since this 
takes too much of his time if a good quality 
is to be made, but farmers ought to combine, 
as they have in Germany, for the purpose of 
running co-operative creameries which are 
equipped with the latest machinery of all 
kinds, centrifugal and others, and to which 
creameries the individual farmer delivers his 
milk and cream exclusively. The creamery 
returns the skimmed milk or utilizes it for the 
general benefit for feeding purposes to pigs, 
ete. The principal requirement for export, 
however, and the first condition for obtaining 
a good price in addition to cleanliness in the 
preparation of butter and the preserving qual- 
ities of same, is the obtaining of the special 
taste and flavor required in the market where 
the butter is to be sold. Not even in Ger- 
many is the taste for butter uniform. In Ber- 
lin they like different butter than is demanded 
in Hamburg. There (Berlin) they prefer a 
kind which is at variance with that required 
on the Rhine, ete. 

“Then the taste also varies somewhat with 
the different seasons of the year. Speaking 
of Berlin, for instance, it is expected that dur- 
ing the summer months when the cattle are 
grazing, butter should have a deep yellow 
color almost, while during the month of Octo- 
ber until May or April, a light yellow, nearly 
white color is anticipated and salable. 

“In England a dark yellow color is nearly al- 
ways desired and marketable. Englishmen 
and Frenchmen want their butter unsalted,

CHICAGO PROVISION MARKET. 

The speculative market in provisions this 
week has been very active. On Saturday and 
Monday lard was forced up 17%4c., pork 22%. 
and ribs 20c.; this was caused by the English 
people, who are long on lard, and attempted 
to bull the market, but were unable to keep 
up the advance, and to-day, Wednesday, the 
market is within a few cents of the reports of 
last week. The continued receipts of hogs 
and a slight lowering of prices has been keep- 
ing the market at a low range. 

Swift and Company were said to be liberal 
sellers of ribs through Norton; Steevers sold 
pork freely, to for Milwaukee 
Cudahys; International Packing Co. sold lard. 
The buyers were scattered and could not 
traced to individuals. 

Cudahy, the best buyer on Monday, was 
supposed to be a seller of pork Tuesday. The 
English people were free sellers of lard Mon- 
day and Tuesday. 

Although the market the week has 
slightly advanced. there to be no 
grounds to base a reason for higher prices, 
and at the opening of the market to-day prices 
show a steady decline. The offerings the last 
week have been liberal, largely from longs 
and manufacturers, evidencing a desire on the 
part of the large holders to take advantage of

Thursday's markets were higher, in face of 
large receipts of hogs and lower prices at 
Chicago, receipts being 38,000, against 35,000 
estimated, and 39,000 estimated for Friday, 
while seven points reported 74,000, against 
49,000 last year. Notwithstanding these big 
receipts and low price for hogs, offerings of 
product were light, Swift being the only prom- 
inent seller, either of ribs or lard, while there 
was much better buying by Hately, the An- 
glo and Viles & Robbins. Pork advanced 15c., 
lard 10c. and ribs 7446@10c., with a fair cash 
trade.

SWEDISH REGULATIONS AS T0 IM- 
PORTED MEAT. 


Consul Boyesen sends the following from 
Gothenburg, under date of April 7, 1897: 

Referring to my report of April 17, 1896, 
concerning alleged shipments from Chicago, 
Ill., of horse meat under the name of “salted 
beef,” I would inform the Department that I 
have this day received from the custom house 
here a circular issued by the Swedish Govern- 
ment prescribing what measures Government 
officials will have to observe where meat is 
imported from foreign countries. I have in- 
formed the custom house authorities here that 
all meat from the United States marked with 
the inspection stamp of the Department of 
Agriculture is meat from animals which are 
free from disease and in a good condition for 
slaughter. 

(TRANSLATION OF CIRCULAR.) 

By reason of a report from the Swedish and 
Norwegian consul general at Antwerp to the 
board of trade, stating that Europe imported 
from America horse meat, dangerous to 
health, under the false name of “salted beet Ag 
and that, since measures had been taken in 
Germany and Belgium to prevent importation 
of such meat into those countries, attempts 
have been made to dispose of the meat in 
Sweden, the royal board of customs, accord- 
ing to authority granted by letter of the 5th 
instant, hereby instructs the proper customs 
authorities to report without delay to the 
proper board of health or vestry board, when 
import takes place of meat classified under 
the customs tariff denomination of “meat, 
other kinds, not specified,” for such action as 





may be necessary according to the sanitary 
regulations.
